We really need a gymnasium. 
Our thought is that we should set 
about building it, next spring. Al- 
ready, the Vestry has appointed a 
“Building Committee,” and $700 
has been promised. The Sunday- 
school has given about $200, the 
proceeds of the Strawberry Festi- 
val held last May. 

Many of the boys and young men 
of the Parish have no place where 
conveniently and systematically 
they can meet for recreation and 
exercise. The training of the body 
is a part of Christianity as well as 
the development and training of 
the mind and will. 

St. Paul tells us that we should 
“present our bodies a living sac- 
rifice, acceptable unto God which 
is our reasonable service” (Ro- 
mans, xii: i). 

<- Now, of course, it will take (this 
is only an estimate). seven or eight 
thousand dollars to build the sort 
of a gymnasium we should like to 
_ have. We want to be sure that 
the building will be in’ harmony 
with the present Parish House and 
the Church. A preliminary sketch 
has been made, and while it has not 
been chosen definitely as the plan 
to be carried out, yet it is in a line 
with what we ought to have, and 
no doubt a decision will be reached 
by the committee before very long. 
‘All details will be given, later. 

In the meantime, we ask for do- 
nations for the purpose of building 
a gymnasium. They may be sent 
to the rector. Our people, gener- 
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ous in the past, surely will not suf- 
fer us to lag in the present. 
want to cherish and extend a manly 
and womanly Christianity. 


The 50th Anniversary 

Next May, we expect to celebrate 
the 50th Anniversary of the found- 
ing of Calvary Parish. As early 
as November 13, 1858, a meeting 
of those interested was held at the 
old Episcopal Rooms on Walnut 
street, and on April 30, 1859, the 
original church building was con- 
secrated. 

The church has had four rectors 
in the fifty years, the Rev. Thomas 
K. Conrad, D.D., 1859-1863; the 
Rev. George A. Strong, 1863-1865: 
the Rev. James DeWolf Perry, D 
D., 1866-1908, and the present rec- 
tor. 

The rector has asked the Rector 
Emeritus (whose pastorate covers 
42 years of the history of the Par- 
ish) to prepare for the Anniver- 
sary Book, which we hope to pub- 
lish, a History of the Parish, and 
he has consented so to do. 

What we want to do, first, is ‘to 
build our gymnasium, but to com- 
memorate the 50th Anniversary of 
Calvary Parish we should like to 
have in hand the money for en- 
larging the church ($20,000), and 
we ought to start an ‘‘Endowment 
Fund.’’

drew in Scotland, Brotherhood of An- 
drew and Philip, General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, Brotherhood of 
‘St. Andrew in England, and the Metho- 
dist Brotherhood of the U. S. A.

“ Morbus Sabbaticus.” 


“Morbus Sabbaticus,” or Sunday 
sickness, is a disease peculiar to 
church members. The attack comes 
on suddenly every Sunday; no 
symptoms are felt on Saturday 
night; the patient sleeps well and 
wakes feeling well; eats a hearty 
breakfast; but about church time 
the attack comes on, and continues 
until the services are over for the 
morning. Then the patient feels 
easy and eats a hearty dinner. In 
the afternoon he feels much bet- 
ter, and is able to take a walk, talk 
about politics, and read the Sun- 
day papers; he eats a hearty sup- 
per, but about church time he has 
another attack and stays at home. 
He retires early, sleeps well, wakes 
up Monday morning refreshed and 
able to go to work, and does not 
have any symptoms of the disease 
until the following Sunday. 


The peculiar features are as fol- 
lows: 

1. It attacks members of the 
church. 2. It never makes its ap- 
pearance except on Sunday. 3. 
The symptoms vary, but it never 
interferes with sleep or appetite. 4. 
It never lasts more than twenty- 
four hours. 5. It generally at- 
tacks the head of the family. 6. 
No physician is ever called. 7. It 
always proves fatal in the end—to 
the soul. 8. No remedy is known 
for it except prayer. 9. Religion 
is the only antidote. It is becom- 
ing fearfully prevalent.—Selected.

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AN OLD SUBJECT.

THE ANNUAL COLLECTION FOR 
FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


It will be taken on Sunday, Jan- 
uary 17th. Last year the amount 
given in this offering was $200. 
Within the past few days two men 
have agreed to give the sum of 
$100 apiece, if the offerings in 
Church on Sunday morning, Janu- 
ary 17th, reach $300. This would 
make the total for ‘‘foreign mis- 
sions’’ $500 from Calvary Parish, 
Germantown. 

For the sake of missions, we all 
must want that $200 extra, and 
while we wish the two friends 
. would give it anyhow, yet the mo- 
tive on their part to inerease our 
contributions for this purpose on 
this Sunday is meant in all good 
faith, and we must do our best to 
give the other $300 which will 
secure $500 for Christ and His 
work in the Foreign Missionary 


Field. Therefore, let us be gener-’ 


ous and inerease our individual 
offerings in a good proportion. 


THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 


Each month we want to speak 
in detail of some one department 
of our Parish Life. This time it 
shall be the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
The aim of the Auxiliary, of course, 
is to foster and inerease an inter- 
est in and an enthusiasm for mis- 
sions; i. e., to quicken and extend 
the Church of Christ. The method 
is to do it by Prayer and Alms and 
Work, along with Instruction and 
Enlightenment. The individual 
who does not believe in Missions is 
not a follower of the Master, or 
does not understand Him. 

We print a list of the Offizers 
and Delegates of our Calvary 
Church Branch. Last year (end- 
ing September 1st), through our 
Auxiliary, $80 was given to Domes- 
tie Missions and $92.50 to Foreign 
Missions. This was in addition to 
offerings of $1,297 made by 
Church, Sunday school, societies 
and individuals (not including 
Diocesan and City Missions). A 
good many women of our congrega- 
tion contributed to this sum of 
$172.50 through the monthly en- 
velopes, the amounts ranging from 
10 cents up. It is our ambition 
(and we know it is a noble one) to 
have every woman become a sys- 
tematie contributor in this way. 
We feel that then every woman 
will be more likely to pray for the 
spread of Christ’s Kingdom, and 
will also work for its enlargement 
at home and also abroad.

THE GYMNASIUM BUILDING. 


We are glad to be able to present 
to our parishioners the proposed 
arrangement of the Gymnasium 
Building in the form of a leaflet 
enclosed in this month’s CHRON- 
ICLE. 

The perspective view shows the 
building as it will appear from the 


_ Rectory, and the floor plans give a 


very good idea of the general lay- 
out of the rooms. 

The first floor provides for a 
gymnasium 37 feet wide, 62 feet 
long and 19 feet high, in direct 
communication with the basement, 
where a locker-room, shower-baths 
and space for the future installa- 
tion of a bowling alley, shuffle- 
board, and the like recreations, 
have been arranged. 

A boys’ club room is also 
shown on the first floor, with an 
open fire-place and book shelves—a 
general meeting room for the boys’ 
societies connected with the church. 

The second floor. contains four 
rooms, opening off of a corridor, 
for Bible Classes or other organiza- 
tions, the capacity of any of these 
rooms being doubled, if so desired, 
by means of upsliding partitions. 
Accessfromthelarge Sunday-school 
room is obtained to these rooms 
from the landing of the present 
rear stairs by means of a door op- 
ened on this landing. By means 
of a short flight of steps access is 
also given to a room on the new 
second floor, which may be used for 
the storage of the paraphernalia 
used in connection with the Sun- 
day-school festivals. This room, to- 
gether with the new class rooms, 
would serve as dressing-rooms for 
the various plays that are given 
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from time to time by the several 
societies. 

A lavatory has been conveniently 
located at the head of the rear 
staircase. 

The glass partition class rooms, 
now located on the Sunday-school 
stage, have been shown removed to 
the level of the present Sunday- 
school room, and that portion of 
the platform done away with; but 
the actual size of the stage available 
at the time of the performance has 
not been materially reduced. 

This description, abbreviated for 
lack of space, together with the 
plans, will give a comprehensive 
idea of a project which we feel sure 
will appeal to all as a long-felt 
want in the parish. 

The building will probably cost 
in the neighborhood of $15,000. 
We earnestly ask for subscriptions 
or pledges, so that our desire may 
become a reality. They may be 
sent either to Mr. Lewis C. Wister 
or to the Rector.

We feel the winter has been a suc- 
cess in the work accomplished and 
the interest shown. 

A Fair, which was given in De- 
cember, was a*great success, and in 
February two plays gave us enough 
to fix our room at the Cape May 
Holiday House. 

A box of books, etc., was sent to 
Mr. Ar kin, for St. George’s Church 
in the autumn, and the Christmas 
work was splendid. We sent a good-

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EASTER 


Easter day is the Queen of Feasts,’ 


the Day above all others that focuses 
our Christian Religion, because the 
Resurrection of our Lord and Savi- 
our is the guarantee of Immortality. 
If we would keep the day aright 
we should prepare for it by the 
spiritual exercises of the Holy 
Week, and by a reverent reception 
of Holy Communion on the Feast- 
Day itself. The old writers used 
to call the Holy Communion the 
Food of Immortality. ‘‘He that 
eateth my Flesh and drinketh my 
Blood hath eternal life, and I will 
raise him up at the last day.’’ 

It is not irreverent to go from 
such an august subject as the Holy 
Communion to the matter of the 
Collection. S. Paul does it. We 
need at least five hundred dollars 
to pay all the Church bills up to 
date. This is not a very large sum. 
‘We should be thankful that it is 
no more. But in addition we do so 
want the remainder of the amount 
for the completion of the addition 
to our Parish House. We have 
within sight about six thousand 
dollars and we hope to appropriate 
all the rest of the Easter Collection 
(after paying our debts) to the 
Building Fund. Those who wish to 
specify their Easter Offering for the 
Building Fund will please mark it 
“For the Building Fund.” 

We greatly hope that our good 
friends and parishioners will come 
to our aid. What a fine thing it 
would be if we could put up the 
addition this Summer! We could. 
if all would generously and self- 


denyingly help. Then our Fall 
work would start out briskly and 
enterprisingly. Read the letter 
that follows which will tell you of 
our plan. 


To the Congregation of Calvary Church, Ger- 
mantown, Philadelphia, Pa. 


Germantown, Phila., Pa , Jan. 31,’10 - 


At a meeting of the vestry, held 
February 10, 1909, plans were for- 
mally approved for the erection of 
an addition to the parish building. 
A description of the proposed im- 
provements was contained in the 
Chronicle for February, 1909, which 
stated that about fifteen thousand 
dollars ($15,000)would be required 
for the purpose. About four thou- 
sand dollars ($4,000) have already 
been promised. 

At a meeting of the vestry, held 
on November 10, 1909, the rector 
was requested toappoint a commit- 
tee to raise funds for the comple- 
tion of the building, and the under- 
signed were subsequently appointed. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 


The proposed addition is deemed 
necessary by the vestry PP two 
(2) reasons : 


First. The present building is 
entirely inadequate for the require- 
ments of the parish. Chief among 
the interests centered there is the 
Sunday School, which has grown 
largely in the past three (3) years. 
The average attendance in the up- 
per school during the past year has 
increased from about one hundred 
and twenty (120) to ajmost one 
hundred and sixty (160). If there 
should be a similar increase (and 
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more than likely) during the 
ing year, the second story of 
> present building would not be 
ve enough to hold the increased 
ymbers. This want is directly met 
sho plan, which includes four (4) 
s to be used as additional class 
ms for the Sunday School, thus 
nlarging the capacity of the school 
ya considerable extent. Besides, 
present conveniences of the very 
osperous infant school are not at 
| what they should be; the room 
too small; it is badly lighted, and 
in no respect adequate for the 
urpose. It is proposed to use the 
room on the ground. floor of 
new building for the services of 
he infant school on Sundays, and 
oth branches of our Sunday School 
ould, therefore, be directly bene- 
ed y the proposed new building. 
Second. The other purpose of 
e new building is to provide for 
| physical welfare and rational 
ertainment of the younger peo- 
the congregation. The time 
t when a church can success- 
maintain its hold upon young 
y providing for them solely 
day School service. Experi- 
e has shown that the churches 
ich limit their work in this way 
Pidly lose their hold upon the 
uger members of the parish, 
rift to other churches, where 
is done for their interests in 
directions. It is believed 


y legitimate part of church 
and afford an opportunity 


gregation at a time when they are 
apt to get away from the influences 
of the Church and of the Sunday 
School. In other words, it is be- 
lieved that it will be easier to retain 
the younger members of our con- 
gregation in the Sunday School 
until a much later period if, in 
connection with the Sunday School, 

there are carried on other kinds of 
work for their instruction and 
amusement With this idea in 
mind, the architect, in preparing 
his plans for the new building, has 
devoted the entire ground floor to 
a single large room, to be used not 
only as a Sunday School room, but 
also as a gymnasium, and which 
will serve as a center for the social 
life of the younger members of the 
congregation. In addition, there is 
provided space in the basement for 
lockers and other similar conven- 
iences. 


COST OF THE NEW BUILDING. 


As before stated, the rough esti- 
mate of the cost of the new build- 
ing is fifteen thousand dollars ($15,- 
000) ; it is reasonable to expect, 
however, that the cost will some- 
what exceed this, and the furniture 
and equipment of the new building 
is not included in the above esti- 
mate, and will itself form a sub- 
stantial item, The hope is that the 
Sunday School will be able to pro- 
vide for the equipment. There is 
to be raised a minimum sum of 
eleven thousand dollars ($11,000) 
in addition to the pledges already 
received. The desire of the vestry 
is to have the work of the new 
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building started in the spring, so 
that it may be ready for use next 
fall. It is too much to expect that 
this entire balance in cash can be 
raised during the next four (4) 
months, and the Committee has, 
therefore, devised the following 
plan. 

PROPOSED PLAN FOR RAISING THE 

MONEY FOR THE NEW BUILDING. 


The Committee feels that every 
member of the congregation will be 
glad to subscribe some amount to- 
wards this very necessary object, 
and proposes two kinds of subscrip- 
tions : 

First. Subscriptions payable on 
April 1, 1910, from such of the 
congregation as can conveniently 
pay their subscription at that date. 

Second. Subscriptions payable 
over a period of four (4) years, the 
first quarter to be paid on April 1, 
1910, and the other three-quarters 
on the first day of April of the 
years 1911, 1912 and 1913, respect- 
ively. If the Committee receives 
subscriptions equal to one-half of 
the cost of the proposed building, 
it will feel justified in arranging for 
the commencement of the work 
early in the spring. It is expected 
that the method of spreading the 
payment of subscriptions over a 
period of years will enable every- 
one to contribute liberally. No 
subscription is binding upon the 
estate of a subscriber.

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THE FINANCES

GIRLS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY 


Report of the Girls’ Friendly 
Society, Calvary Branch, from May 
1, 1909, to May 1, 1910. 


Looking back, the year seems to 
have been blessed in our Branch, 
on its spiritual side as well as in 
its suecessful work. The remarks 
of three or four of the girls that it 
has been ‘‘the nicest year we have 
ever had’’ encourages. us, and 
makes us feel that several changes 
this winter were wise. * 


‘We abandoned the class system 
and all worked together in one or 
two big. groups for a fair anda 
play through the autumn and until 
Lent. Also, several evenings were 
given to ‘‘Talks,’’. and several to 
‘‘Social Evenings.” When, Lent 
came we had a speaker for part of 
each evening on different subjects, 
such as ‘‘The Girls’ Friendly So- 
ciety,’’ ‘‘Marriage,’’ ‘‘Social Serv- 
ce,” ‘City Missions,’’ and ‘‘The 
Joy of Service,” and afterwards 
the girls sewed a half-hour for Mis- 
sions. 

Weekly suppers have been held 
for the members, with an average 
attendance of six, and two big sup- 
pers will have been given by the 
end of the year, one at the begin- 
ning, for our own Branch, and one 
at the close, for our Branch and in- 
vited guests. 
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Several new things have. been 
started in the Branch, one, an 
Emergency Fund, to help members 
in time of need; and another, an 
Examination for Probationers, 
which has. already proved its use- 
fulness. We hope the latter will 
become a custom. 

A Dancing Class has been held 
since Lent, and has been much en- 
joyed. 

The Married Branch Helpers 
met during Lent and sewed for 
Missions. 

The Candidates’ Class has im- 
proved very much. It joined with 
the Sewing School, and the chil- 
dren have had, first, each Saturday 
morning, calisthenics; then a serv- 
ice, with Girls’ Friendly Society 
instruction, and then an hour’s 
sewing, when. they were taught by 
modern. methods, and their sewing 
has: improved very much.

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“CONCERNING THE COLLECTION” 
(1 Cor. xvi). 

We sincerely hope that as many 
of our congregation as are able 
(and they are many) will become 
contributors to the support of our 
parish by taking a set of envelopes 
for the year beginning October 1, 
1910. 

We want and need to raise $1000 
in this way this coming year from 
October, 1910, to October, 1911. 
Almost all progressive churches of 
whatsoever name or kind use this 
Envelope System nowadays. It 
is an excellent system as it affords 
to the rector and vestry some idea 
of what contributions may be ex- 
pected in the course of the year, 
and. it also gives each member of 
the congregation an opportunity 
to give regularly and systemati- 
cally. 

As a rule, the Pew Rent is paid 
by the head of the family and the 
rest of the family have nothing to 
do with it. The Envelope System 
is for the individual. Each mem- 
_ ber of the household should con- 
tribute.to the work of the parish. 
No Christian should fail to give 
regularly to the support of his 
church. Every one who has been 
confirmed, and every one who 
loves his parish church whether 
confirmed or not, should feel that 
it is his duty and privilege and 
right to, give regularly and sys- 
tematically to pay for the coal and 
light and the other necessary items 
of maintenance, An Apostolic in- 
junction is that ‘‘on the first day 
of the week let each one of you lay 
by him in store as God hath pros- 
pered him”’ (1 Cor. xvi: 2). We 
should not like some outsider to 
step in and pay our household ex- 
-_penses. (if we` be self-respecting 
men). Why should we allow a

few to pay our church expenses ? 
Why should not each one claim the ~ 
right to give in a fair proportion — 
to what he earns, or what he has? 
Let. us not excuse ourselves by 
quoting the widow who cast into 
the treasury her two mites, and 
then proceed to give the least 
amount that we respectably may, 
The Master expressly tells us that 
the widow’s two mites were “All 
her living.” The motive and 
worth of her sacrifice consisted in 
the love that prompted her to offer 
“fall her living that she had.” 

You say, perhaps, ‘‘Well, I give 
in the offerings each time I come 
to church.” But do we give reg- 
ularly and systematically for the 
times we happen to be absent on 
Sunday? Most of us are not able 
to give a large sum regularly. 
There is scarcely any one in our 
congregation who could not give’ 
through the Envelope System a 
smaller sum regularly. Five cents 
given every Sunday is better than 
ten cents given quarterly. 

The rector feels that while some 
of our congregation do their duty 
in this matter of giving and do it 
cheerfully and splendidly, there 
are many of us who do not give in —

Sunday. On the other side the 
right pocket is for our benev- 
olences, such as missions, poor, ete. 
There are special envelopes for 
Thanksgiving Day, Christmas, 
Easter, Ash Wednesday and Good 
Friday. What is pledged is the 
amount written on the card en- 
closed with the package of en- 
velopes. This is pledged for each 
Sunday, and is known only to the 
rector, who keeps the list of sub- 
seribers. By number only are 
they known to the treasurer. 


The scheme of appointed offer- 
ings will be the same as in for- 
mer years. The object will be an- 
nounced on the Sunday previous. 
The amount in the right hand 
pocket will go to the special ob- 
ject of the Sunday. On days when 
no special object is announeed, the 
amount in the right hand. pocket 
will go to increase the special 
offerings. The rector or account- 
ing warden will gladly explain the 
system to anyone. They will gladly 
give a set of envelopes to any sub- 
seriber. 


We trust this method will be 
blessed to the decided increase of 
the income of our church. Breth- 
ren, do not criticise the method.

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THE COMING OF CHRIST. 


The belief in the ‘‘Coming’’ of 
our Lord Jesus Christ is an integ- 
ral part of the Christian Faith. It 
is boldly stated in the Christian 
Creeds. It, is insisted upon in the 
Chureh’s formularies. It is em- 
bedded in Seripture. It is intrin- 
sically reasonable. ‘‘ From the right 
hand of the Father, He shall ‘come’ 
to judge the living and the dead.”’ 

What, then, is the nature of this 
‘‘coming’’?? What will it be? It 
is, it will be, a ‘‘eoming’’ in Glory. 
It is the last act in the history of 
Redemption. It will be the com- 
pletion of the work of the Incarna- 
tion. It will sum up the results of 
that work upon men. 

And it will be not only a revela- 
tion of the glorified Jesus, but in 
the nature of things it must also be 
a revelation of the characters of 
men to each other. Daily inter- 
course here is always more or less 
superficial. Quite unintentionally 
often, it is the function of language 
to conceal thought. Then, we shall 
be known by men, even as now also 
we are known by God. 

Again, this ‘‘coming’’ will be a 
““ecoming’’ for Judgment. Reason 
alone would demand this. The 
wrongs of life, and its seemingly 
unjust inequalities must be 
righted; such an outcome is inevit- 


able. We are convinced of it by 
conscience. All men acknowledge 
it. 


Yet, it must not be forgotten that 
the ‘‘coming’’ of Jesus to us in 
this life is a constant ‘‘coming.”’ 
He expressly said, I will not leave 
you orphans, I am coming unto 
you. His is a constant ‘‘eoming’’ 
in every opportunity for good 
which is placed before us. It is a 
‘‘eoming’’ for salvation when the 


opportunity is seized and the good 
done. It is a ‘‘coming’’ for judeg- 
ment when the opportunity is neg- 


lected. He ‘‘comes’’ in sorrow, 
suffering, pain, disappointment, 
failure. He ‘‘comes’’ in the many 


and varied means of grace. His 
one object is to draw men unto 
Himself. 

But the prelude to the second 
“coming” in Glory, ‘is the first 
‘coming’ in Humility. The 
former is merely the corollary of 
the latter. At Bethlehem, over 
1900 years ago, the Word became 
flesh. This season of Advent is a 
time of special preparation for the 
last great ‘‘coming.’’ It is also a 
time of special preparation for the 
“‘ecoming’’ of the Christ-child at 
Christmas. The best way to pre- 


pare for the ‘‘coming’’ of the l 


Judge is to get ready for the ‘‘com- 
ing’ of the Infant Saviour. The 
temper of mind, and the condition 
of heart, and the purity of life, 
which alone make it possible for 
Christ to be born and reborn in us, 
are the only sure means by which 
we can hope not to be ashamed be- 
fore Him at His ‘‘coming.’’

The Junior Auxiliary has a mem- 
bership of 70; 12 helpers and 58 
children, with an average attend- 
ance of 35. The children meet on 
Monday afternoons throughout the 
winter to work and study for 
missions. 

In December the Juniors had a 
small fair in the Parish House at 
which we hoped we would make 
about $100, but unfortunately we 
only cleared about $60.00.

At Easter we 
made 30 Easter baskets and took 
them with 28 serap books (which 
the little girls had made) to St, 
Christopher Hospital for children, 

During Lent, we were busy 
making clothes for an Indian baby, 
which were sent in April with 
the Woman’s Auxiliary box to the 
Rosebud Mission in South Dakota, 
Since then we have sent away two 
boxes, one consisting of clothing to 
St. Matthew’s Hospital, Fairbanks, 
Alaska, and the other, Christmas 
toys for next Christmas to Shang- 
hai, China.

The Transfiguration 

This festival, restored to our 
Book of Common Prayer by tho 
General, Convention of 1883, has 
long been kept in East and West. 
though not always on the same day 
In the Greek Church it is called 
the Feast of Tabor—this being 
the name of the mount upon 
which the Transfiguration took 
place. Before the last journey to 
Jerusalem, Jesus took Peter and 
James and John into a` high 
mountain, and as He prayed He 
was ‘‘transformed’’ before them. 
His raiment became white as snow. 
His face shone as the sun. Moses 
and Elias appeared and talked with 
Him of the decease He should ac- 
complish at Jerusalem. St. Mat- 
thew, St. Mark and St. Luke give 
accounts of the scene; and in the 
Second Epistle of St. Peter, the 
writer says, ‘‘we were with Him 
in the Holy Mount’’ and ‘‘were 
eye-witnesses of His Majesty.” 


St. Bartholomew 


It is almost certain that Bar- 
tholomew’s other name was Na- 
thaniel, since the three Evangelists 
who mention Bartholomew say 
nothing of Nathaniel, and St. John 
who mentions Nathaniel, does not 
speak of Bartholomew. The gos- 
pel record tells us that ‘‘Philip 
found Nathaniel and brought him 
to Jesus,” so that ‘‘the first dis- 
ciple who, ‘found’ Christ, and the 
first disciple whom Christ ‘found,’ 
became alike Evangelists at once.”
